Levee Board iSngineer 1937-38, used WIA labor and Louisians 
Eighviay trucks to haul sand to elevate his property, about 14 months 
work, in St^ Bernard Pariah* WPA fences were bought for state park in 
St« Taximaqy Parish* l^tarial was hauled and deposited on state park 
grounds » subsequently Leche and i^ankln appropriated enough of this 

fencing to fenoe in a large area of their property* Leche used highway 
tractors^ trucks and WPA labor to build fridges on his property in 
1938-39* Rankin used WPA labor to build his fences and planted trees 
dug up from Salmen L-cmber &o«^s land which adjoins his property near 
state park.

Leche caused to be distributed to families on the Atohafalaya Hiver V 
carloads of grarel in exchange for sub scri]>t ions to the Progress* Svery 
family between Melville and Simmsport were given gravel to build roads 
on their private property by orders of Leche to Harsous Zaringue who ^ 
lives at Melville and distributed this gravel* Leche moved from j 
]7ew Orleans a barber and fitted him up with a house near his place to 
shave he and Bushan* This man wears a State Board of Health badge. 

The State Board of Health has employed in JTew Orleans a lot of gamblers 
who pose as health inspectors (who are secret service men) for the fo/, 
administration* They have such gangs in every parish in the State 
where thousands of dollars of State money goes to pay these burgle rs 
Austin Fontenot of Opelousas, Louisiana, is the instructor for men so' 
employed* Some of these gamblers leave the State of Louisiana and | 
follow the races up Korth for four to six months and continue to draw

In 1937 Xeohe painted the names off eight State trtioka and put his 
name on side ox tmclca to haxUL brioi:s xrom Charity Hospital aite to 
his home in Oorington« Sushan did the same thina «ith Orleans |eTee 
Board truoks to haul Ikrioka from Charity Hospital to hisu<h:ome near 
Covington* These Orioles «ere demolished with WPA labor* Leohe also 
used WPA lahor to haiil these hrioks to his h<»ie site* Leohe used 
WPA labor for landsoaping building site* 

Charity Hospital foundation should have had about 9000 piles or better* 
S, good many of these piles, or 7000 of suoh piles, should have been 
driren sixty feet into the ground but the majority of them driven at 
night Here driven about 30 feet and out off, with the approval of the 
arohiteots inspeotor who is the worst erook in the State of Louisiana* 
In some inetanoes the out-offs were long enough to be used as piling* 
A lot of these faots oan be substantiated by getting in touA with 
Mr. B« A, \ Cotton, Walnut 1760-V^' Hew Orleans, who was the rivet 
inspeotor ton the Job and refused to be bribed* 

The writer hopes that you as an agent of your department will put 
public dut;|^ and honesty above all selfish desires and oheok into these 
various leads whioh are bona fide and bring the guilty to aooount for 
their deeds ef orookedness and Alstrust* 

In the informant's opinion the Federal Government is a dam sight more 
rotten than the state govexliment, and we hope that this investigation 
will bring out some future men who are honest and not traitors to their 
obligations* I am three score and ten years and will later on disolose 
my identity when the above disolpsures have been aoted upon* I have 
based the latter remarlcs on the investigations made by Tiosoa, the 
Federal attorney, when idi he threw out Chester Uartin's case against 
the Stats and (Federal) WPA when he made the remark that there was 
nothing to it* Tioaoa is one of the Stats* 8 gang who oould not make a 
living imtil he was given this positi<»l by the Federal fiovertament* He 
is no more fit to be entrusted with these duties any more than Leohe or 
any other looal politioian* The whole United States knows that this 
investigation and trial is taking place between a bunoh of thtlres 
where one-half is trying the other half, and the most stupid of human 
beings cannot gueas the resulife unless, as I have stated above, some of 
you feilowa who have the opBl^l^tunity keep this demooraoy intact and 
stand out as our forefather did* However, if the men who have been 
indicted or implicated Wi^re found quilty and punished and proper means 
taken at the next election to see that the votes are not substituted, 
then the old gang would not drift back into office* With a fair accounl 
of things their getting back into office would be an impossibility
